Ottawa, June 1—Dominion contri- 
bution to direct relief in municipal- 
ities of Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Alberta will continue at 83 1-3 per 
cent. to December 31 under new 
agreoments with the provinces, _ it 
was) learned tonight, 

In unorganized districts, the Do- 
minion will continue to the end of 
the year to pay 50 per cent. of 
the cost of direct relief, 

The contribution of the Dominion 
of the total cost of caring for single 
unemployed men up to a maximum of 
40 cents per diem will be maintained. 

The back-to-the-land  assisitance 
policy is to be continued, 

Arrangements on the basis of re- 
lief were made last week. The agree- 
ment with tixe three prairie provinces 
will be drafited very much along the 
lines of the relief agreements which 
expired on March 31. The documents 
will shortly be submitted to the re- 
spective governments for signature. 

Conferences between members of 
the Dominion government’ and west- 
ern ministers have been under way 
for the past two days on the subject 
Hon. M. A. MacPherson, Attorney- 
General and Provincial Treasurer for 
Saskaitchewan, Hon. J. E. Brownlee, 
Alberta Premier, and Hon. W. J. Ma- 
jor and Hon. W. R. Clubb of the 
Manitoba government represented the 
prairie provinces. 

The whole situation of unemploy- 
ment and relief was discussed in a 
series of conferences. Every phase 
ef conditions was gone into careful- 
ly. Resulting from these parleys, 
agreements for extension relief were 
reached. 

Attorney-General MacPherson. left 
tonight to return to Regina. Plans 
are being made alsio by Mr. Brownice 
and other western representatives to 

depart on their return journey. 


Motor Boats Must 
Be Noiseless Now 


——_xX——__ 
Edmonton, June 1—Sportsmen who 
contemplate operating motorboats on 
any lake, river, or stream in this 
province must cquip such boat with 
an efficient muffler, which shall be 
kept closed at all simes, according to 
regulations regarding boats on water- 
ways drafted and made effective by 
the provincial government. : 

Motorboats also must have a tail- 
pipe extending to within one inch of 
the water surface. 

Motorboat clubs or similar organ- 
izations holding any racing compet- 
itions shall give written notice to the 
minister of the intention to do so. 

-Persons taking part in boat races, 
mponscred by recognized motor boat 
clubs or similar organizations, may 
be pcrmitted to operate their motor- 
boats with opened mufflers) during 
such races and preliminary trials to 
such races, provided, however, that 
vich preliminaries shall be held not 
earlier than two days immediately 
preceding the opening race. Unreas- 
onable specd is barred. 

Every person wh. is the owner of 
a motorboat used in transportation of 
passengers on any lake, river or 
stream shall be required to take out 
a licensi2 prior to operating the boat. 

All power and sail boats shall be 
ccuipp:d with standard navigation 
lights ard ail rowboats, canoes and 
other craft shall be required to carry 
a flesh or other light for signalling. 

Persons hiring out boats to carry 
passengers shall be held responsible 
that such craft is seaworthy in every 
respect and shall be responsible tnat 
no craft be loaded with passengers 
beyond its carrying capacity.

According to Dr. G. D. Stanley, 
Conservative member for East Cal- 
gary, the Prime Minister is ‘‘fully 
capable of representing Canada with- 
out a contingent of experts continu- 
ally at ‘his heels,’’ Dr. Stanley en- 
larged upon his theme: 

When he went to Washington 
he took only his private secret- 
ary. Others attending the Wash- 
ington conference with Roosvelt 
took with them whole contingents 
of experts. Now he is going to 
London with his minister of fin- 
ance and his private secretary 
only. This reflects our Prime 
Minister’s' splendid capabilities, 
and Calgarians _— particularly 
should be sincerely proud of him. 
We are proud of Mr. Bennett—it 

is not every city that can boast of 
80 prominent a public man as a cit- 
izen—but our pride must be tem- 
pered with caution. We must make 
quite sure that we are proud of those 
characteristics of Mr. Bennett. which 
justify pride. And it is questionable 
whether it is a praisworthy thing to 
represent a nation at a World KEc- 
onomic Conference, assembled to dis- 
cuss problems of crucial economic 
and social importance, without being 
accompanied by a group of expert 
edvisers 

As far as we know Mr. Bennett is 
not 4n economist in the sense that 
Sir Artheur Salter is an economist; 
ihe ig not student of social trends. in 
the sense that J. B. S. Haldane is a 
student of Social trends; he is not an 
expert on problems of finance in the 
sonse that Mr. Josiah Stamp is an 
expert on problems of finance; he is 
not steeped in history in the. sense 
that H. G. Wells is steeped in his- 
tory; he has not miade a study of so- 
cial and economic problems compar- 
able to the study made by G. D. S. 
Cole. We have quoted a few names 
at random, but they are mames of 
men of great eminence and worth who 
nevertheless admit themselves baffled 
by the sphere of study, problems up- 
on which the London conference in- 
evitably must touch. 

Mr. Bennett is a statesman who 
has attaimed success: in the world of 
politics. He canmot have had_ the 
time, perhaps he has never had the 
disposition, to indulge in profound 
study. 
ian, unfortunately, excludes (except 
in a few rare cases) the possibility 
of him achieving a real grasp of the 
more intricate technicalities of any 
subjcct. 

Let us hope that Mr. Bennett, :if 
he is mot accompanied by experts, 
will keep in close touch with them. 
He will nzed them. Moreover, we are 
willing to bet our shirt that the Brit- 
ih delegation will not spurn the as- 
sistance cf teahmical advisers. They 
have attended too many conferences 
to make the mistake of over-confi-

H> has been found guilty of judicial 
misbchavior and is also described as 
being temperamentally unfitted for 
a judge's duties. 

Mr. Justice Ford faced an uncon- 
genial tusk when he accepted the 
the commission to hold an_ inquiry 
into the conduct of a brother judge 


but all accounts agree that he ful- 
filled to duty with laudable impar- 
tiality and patience. He allowed the 
defendant enormous. Intitude in the 
presentation of his case. 

Dismissal of a Canadian judge is 
an incident fortunately rere in Can- 
adian court annals. but this case sug- 
gesis the need of the utmost care be- 
ing ¢xercised bp governments in se- 
lection of judges in future. There 
have beem too many instances where 
appointment seemingly has been due 
almest entirely to previous political 
activity which esttublished a claim 
for preferment. That kind of pre- 
ferment should have no influence in 


the selection of judges in future.

A Warning To All Nations 


In this column recently it was emphasized that the only effective and 
permanent way out of the existing depression, and the only method whereby 
world peace can be maintained and assured, is through international action, 
The fact was stressed that no one nation can, through its own policies and 
by its own efforts, bring prosperity to its people. Furthermore, that the 
solution of world problems today, or the domestic problems of individual 
countries, is not to be found in the overthrow of existing systems and insti- 
tutions, but in the removal of the abuses which have been allowed to creep 
in and detvelop. 


That is, it was emphasized that the basic cause of the present depression, 
the constant dread of war, the social unrest prevailing, was to be found in 
the narrow nationalism which has afflicted the peoples of all countries like 
a universal plague;.that it was this narrow nationalism, born out of sus- 
picions and fear, which had destroyed the trate of all nations, weakened 
their monetary systems, led to the maintenance of excessive armaments, and 
resulted in the imposition of burdens of taxation beyond the ability of people 
to pay. 

Possibly some of our readers said to themselves: That is all very true, 
but what can we in Canada do about it? We are only 10,000,000 of people; 
we are not regarded as a world power, although we are a not unimportant 
part of a great world power, the British Commonwealth of Nations; as a 
Dominion, however, we can do little to influence world opinion and action; 
must we, therefore, continue to suffer until other nations forget their sus- 
picions and fears and make up their minds to be sensible; is there nothing | 
we can do to help ourselves? 

There are, of course, many minor matters of policy to which Canadians 
can direct their attention and bring about certain domestic readjustments 
and improvements. But the basic cause of the trouble is beyond our individ- 
ual control; it is international in its causes and scope, and it must be dealt 
with internationally,—not by one but by all nations. For examp’e, Canada 
has just negotated a new trade treaty with France in an endeavour to im- 
prove trade relations between the two countries. Above all things Canada 
desired to secure a larger market in France for wheat, the greatest single 
item in our export trade. We could not get it. Why? Because, as Hon. C. H. 
Cahan, who negotiated the treaty on behalf of Canada, to!d the House of | 
Commons, “there is not the slightest intention on the part of the French 
Government to allow foreign wheat to come into France which will interfere 
with domestic production.” And the reason is France's fear of war and her 
determination to be in a position to feed her own people. And what is true of 
France is true of Germany, Italy, Spain, and many other European coun- 
tries to which Canada formerly sold large quantities of wheat. Canada can- 
not change this attitude, but it can be changed by international accord which 
will remove the threat of war. 


It is because our chief hope lies in the international arena that we in} 


Canada, as a great trading nation, have reason to rejoice because of the mes- 


sage addressed by President Roosevelt direct to the heads of all govern-| his mystery trip to Europe, his hair 
ments throughout the world, kings, presidents and potentates of the forty-| 


four nations to be represented at the World's Economic Conference in Lon- 
don in June, a message that has been hailed as a great document. 

We would like to reproduce that message in full, but space will not per- 
mit. Having already succeeded in bringing about a world tariff truce pend- 
ing the assembling of the London Conference, President Roosevelt in his 
message called for a further truce providing that no armed troops whatso- 
ever should hereafter cross any frontier save when a neighbor had offended 
by breaking her armament agreements. As an immediate goal, the Presi- 
dent asked success for the Geneva arms conference and the London economic 
conference. He called for an agreement that no nation shall increase its 
existing armaments; he advocated the abolition of all offensive weapons of 
warfare. Concluding his message, President Roosevelt said: 

“Common sense points out that if any strong nation refuses to join 
with genuine sincerity in these concerted efforts for political and economic 


peace, the one at Geneva and the other at London, progress can be obstruct- | 


ed and ultimately blocked. In such event the civilized world, seeking both 
forms of peace, will know where the responsibility for failure lies. I urge that 


no nation assume such a responsibility, and that all the nations joined in} 


these great conferences translate their professed policies into action. This is 
the way to political and economic peace. I trust that your government will 
join in the fulfillment of these hopes.” ; 

Canada will be represented at, the London Economic Conference by 
Premier Bennett and he will have the united support of 10,000,000 Canadians 
in standing unitedly with President Roosevelt and Premier Ramsay MacDon- 
ald in their great effort to save the world. That Mr. Bennett will take such a 
stand there is no question. He can be depended upon, as any Canadian prime 
minister could be depended upon, to throw the whcle weight of this Domin- 
fon’s influence into the scale for world peace, economic and political. 

In this great effort the United States and Canada will be one. There will 
be no dividing lines between them. For over a century neither country has 
maintained any offensive force against the other, and because such offensive 
forces did not exist there was no need for either country to erect fortifica- 
tions along the boundary or maintain defensive forces. Remove the danger 
of offence, as President Roosevelt says in his message, and no need exists for 
defensive forces. 

Canada and the United States offer an object lesson to the world. Let 
that object lesson be driven home to the nations of Europe. The countries of 
North America are not suspicious of each other, do not fear each other. One| 
prospers when the other prospers. The same can be made true of Europe. 
The youthful nations of the new world are showing the way to the more an- | 
cient nations of the old world. May they succeed in their great task.

First Aid Is Best Plan 


Rushing Accident Victims To Hospt- 
tal Not Always Advisable 

Warning that speed to save life of- 
ten results in death instead, and that 
the “hospital-mindedness” of some of 
the travelling public take an annual 
toll of lives, was made by Coroner 
Gordon A. Sinclair here when pre- 
siding at the inquest into the death 
of Harry Gordon Keenan of Hamilton, 
who was fatally injured when his 
auto was in a collision with a horse 
transport truck near Grimsby. An 
open verdict was returned. 

The coroner pointed out that often, 
after the accident, “a passing auto- 
mobilist, who has no personal inter- 
est in the injured, rushes him to a 
hospital not knowing the condition or 
extent of the man's injuries, often re- 
sulting in irreparable damage as far 
as a functional recovery is concerned 
and all too often in death. 

“Let me say that more people 
would have a greater chance of re- 
covery if the simple rules and proce- 
dure of first aid for combatting 
hemorrhage and shock and caring for 
fractures were applied at or near the 
Scene of the accident. This would do 
more than one can possibly hope for 
by subjecting an already ill patient to 
the stress and strain involved in even 
the most luxurious form of transpor- 
tation to a recognized hospital where | 
only similar procedure is followed.” 


Heavy Wheat Shipments 


Wheat Cargoes Through Panama 
Canal Highest Since 1929 

In November, 1932, eastbound 
wheat shipments through the Panama 
Canal aggregated 253,246 tons and 
constituted the highest tonnage for 
wheat from the Pacific to the Atlan- 
tic since February, 1929. During De- 
cember, 1932, shipments cont'nued to 
rise, a total of 337,021 tons having 


been passed through during that! 


month. Shipments in December, 


1932, were the highest since Febru- 
ary, 1928, when 432,690 tons were 


| passed through. In January and Feb- 


ruary shipments fell off, the tonnages 
in those months having been 262,339 
indi- 
cates the tapering off of a heavy sea- 
sonal movement. In both of these 
months, however, wheat shipments 
were greater than in the correspond- 
ing months in 1932. 

Approximately 97 per cent. of the 
recent movement of wheat through 
the canal in the current fiscal year 
Has been shipments from Canada to 
Europe. Wheat shipments through the 
canal from Canada in the first eight 
months of the fiscal year 1932 were 
939,758 tons. In the corresponding 
period of 1933, the tonnage was 1,- 
565,337, or 625,579 more than the 
1932 figure.—Panama Canal Record.

Intriguing Sea Vovages Planned By 
Ounard and Anchor Lines 

No less than 23 summer cruises 
have been scheduled by the Cunard 
and Anchor Lines for this. season. 
These cruises will all sail from New 
York and the services will use eight 
of the Lines’ steamers. 

The “Franconia,” celebrated for her 
World Cruises, will make two cruises 
to the Canadian North Cape and one 
to the South, the first sailing from 
New York on July 29th. The itinerary 
includes the Saguenay River, Quebec, 
Murray Bay and Bermuda. This 
cruise will be repeated on August 
26th in each case calling at Boston 
both ways. The southward cruise 
leaves New York on August 12th for 
Cuba, three days in Havana, 
a full day in Nassau and two days 
in Bermuda, 

The “Mauretania” will make five 
fast cruises to the West Indies this 
summer, sailing from New York on 
July 8th, 22nd, August 5th, 22nd, and 
September 9th. Each cruise will last 
12% days and cover 5,300 miles. The 
ports visited will include Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, La Guaira for Cara- 
cas, Venezuela, Willemsted, Curacao, 
Colon, Panama, and Havana, Cuha. 
The ‘‘Mauretania” skirts the Leeward 
and Windward Islands on her way to 
Trinidad. 

The annual North Cape cruise op- 
erated in connection with Raymond 
and Whitcomb, will sail from New 
York on July ist, calling at Iceland, 
North Cape, Hammerfest, Norwegian 
fjords, Bergen, Oslo, Copenhagen, 
Zoppot, Kisby, Stockholm, Leningrad 
for Moscow, Swinemunde in Ger- 
many, and Cherbourg. The cruise 
lasts 42 days in the “Carinthia.” 

The “Aquitania” is also scheduled 
for a couple of week-end cruises to 
Nova Scotia, the first being on the 
week-end of the 4th of July and the 
second for the Labour Day week-end. 
Another cruise leaves New York on 
July ist for a 32-day round-trip to 
Europe, calling at Cork, London, 
Hamburg for Berlin, Rotterdam for 
Holland, Havre for Paris, and back to 
New York. 

Other summer cruises of Cunard 
and Anchor Lines include six 12%4- 
day trips to the Saguenay, Quebec, 
Murray Bay and Bermuda, covered 
by the “Transylvania” and “Califor- 
nia’; two cruises to Nassau and Hav- 
ana by the “California”; two Labour 
Day cruises to Nova Scotia by the 
“Transylvania” and Caledonia.”

ed on the Mackenzie reserve.

coast of Alaska,

trek east, with native herders and 
sturdy shepherd dogs following a 
route fixed by an aeroplane survey.

Wolves, storms and pressing food 
needs cut 1,000 from that total. But 
sturdy skiers reached Canadian terri- 
tory this spring with 2,000 of the 
original herd and 300 young deer. 

Wolves frequently cut into the big 
herd, kjlled off 100 deer in one winter. 
Wolves would raid the herd, kill six 
or seven animals, stop to devour what 
they wanted and come back for more. 

Two years ago more than 500 rein- 
deer were lost in a storm. Herders 
pursued them, ran short of food and 


subsisted for a week on a cup of flour | 


and bits of hard dough scraped fiom 
their equipment. It was six months 
before the lost deer were finally re- 
turnd to the herd. , 

Tcm Wood, Eskimo camp manager, 
was lost for three days in a storm. In 
that country temperatures are often 
as cold as 70 below zero for days at a 
time. It is an unpeopled uncharted 
waste, terror of Eskimo and white 
explorer alike. Wood faced death. He 
is a man of intelligence who had been 
to a mission school in Alaska. His 
strength ebbing, the Eskimo fell to 
his knees in the storm. 

He prayed to God. 

Today he says that, through the 
storm, he saw the dim figure of a 
woman. 

He struggled to his feet pressed on, 
found a white trapper’s igloo. The 
trapper’s wife, by chance, had step- 
ped outdoors for a few moments and 
the Eskimo had seen her. She had not 
seen Wood. 

But the Eskimo had seeh the wo- 


man and feels it was God who ans- | 


wered his prayer.

C.P.R. Chief Praises Roosevelt 


E. W. Beatty, President Of the C.P.R., 
Looks For Early Upturn Of 
Trade 

E. W. Beatty, president and chair- 
man of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
has praised the “courageous and vig- 
orous actions” of President Roose- 
velt and of the congress of the Unit- 
ed States as well as the recent trade 
conversation between the president 
and Premier R. B. Bennett. 


In an article contributed to the 
“Boston Transcript,’’ Mr. Beatty an- 
alyzed Canada’s railway problem, ex- 
pressed hope in the forthcoming 
economic conference, and said he 
looked for an early upturn in the vol- 
ume of trade between Canada and the 
United States. Mr. Beatty wrote: 

‘I have no doubt that the econo- 
mic situation will steadily, if slowly, 
improve and that a more or less free 
interchange of commodities between 
various areas will commence to make 
itself felt over the next few months. 

It is reasonable to suppose, also, 
that it will not be long before we see 
the start of an upturn in the volume 
of trade between Canada and the 
United States. 

“I am one of those who look hope- 
fully towards the world economic con- 
ference, having something more than 
@ smal] faith in the common sense of 
the men who are in positions to direct 
the struggles of the great nations to- 
wards economic salvation, and I am 
thus assured that our serious econo- 
mic difficulties will soon be observed 
to take on a less formidable aspect, 
the troubles of our railways will be 
accordingly lightened, but we shall 
then be faced with the still hardly 
less though provocative matter of 
competition in transportation. Rail- 
way executives have already directed 
much consideration and effort in this 
direction, and results have 
without considerable encouragement.

Herbert J. Hardie Was Well and 
Favorably Known To Western 
Canada Printing Industry 

The best known personality to visit 
from time to time the publishing. 
houses of western Canada, from the 
Great Lakes to Victoria, B.C., 
Herbert J. Hardie, known as “Herb” 
to his many associates, died suddenly 
Satutday afternoon, May 6th, age 63 
years. Death occurred at the family 
residence, 999 Grosvenor Avenue, 
Winnipeg. 

Mr. Hardie had been confined to his 
home for a few days with a heart af- 
fection. He had never been sick a day 
in his entire life and the ailment was 
not considered serious. He had been 
to the room of a daughter who has 
been ill for some time, and carried a 
tray to her with her evening meal. 
Setting the tray down on a table, in 
his own room Mr. Hardie laid down 
on the bed and died in two minutes. 
Mrs. Hardie made the tragic discov- 
ery.

Using Elephant Ivory, 


Group Formed In Geneva Plans To 
Aid Disarmament 

An international “brain trust” 
| epresenting more than 100,000,000 
| members of. peace organizations 
throughout the world, has been form- 
ed in Geneva to aid disarmament. 

Malcolm Davis, of Hartford, Conn., 
is chairman. 

This trust, it is claimed, under the 
name of International Consultative 
Group for Disarmament, expresses 
the disarmament wishes of scores of 
international disarmament societies. 

Since its organization it has exert- 
ed strong pressure upon the disarma- 
ment conference both by direct repre- 
sentations and recommended action. 

Applying big business methcds, 
Davis formed his “brain trust” by 
drafting representatives of four inter- 
jmational, ‘disarmament committees, 
the American  Inter-Organization 
Council, the British Group on Dis- 
armament and the International Con- 
ference of Disatled Soldiers and Ex- 
Service Men, into one supreme coun- 
cil. 

By co-ordinating the policies and 
programs of the various disarma- 
ment and peace societies, the Con- 
sultative Group has removed the 
chief obstacle to the peace work cen- 
tred at Geneva. Previously, efforts of 
| the various organizations were scat- 
tered and often times ineffectual. 

The arms delegates generally listen 
| to their councils with respect because 
the majority of the Geneva represen- 
tatives are thoroughly familiar with 
their subject and also because. they 
represent powerful organizations, 


with many votes, in their home coun- 
tries. 


Leads By Huge Margin 


For Last Year Was $226,446,000 
“By a huge margin, Ontario is the 


standpoint of gross agricultural rev- 
enue,” said S. H. Symons, chief of the 
Statistical Branch Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

“Some idea of Ontario’s lead over 
the other Provinces will be gained 
from the fact that the combined 
| gross agricultural revenue of Quebec, 
| British Columbia, New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia, and Prince Edward Is- 
land, was $211,714,000, as compared 
with Ontario’s total of $226,446,000.”

The King’s Limitations 


‘Cannot Enter Certain Part Of London 


Without Permission 

There is one part of London where 
the King can only enter by consent. 
That is the City of London, bounded 
on the west by the borough of West- 
minster and on the east by the bor- 
‘ough of Whitechapel. Where _ the 
Strand ends and Fleet Street begins 
the King's carriage has to halt and 
the Lord Mayor of London rides up to 


him, dismounts, and the King has to 
ask permission to enter the city pre- 
cincts. The Lord Mayor then offers 
the King a sword of office which 
gives him the rights of a freeman to 
enter. The King simply touches the 
sword as a matter of form and the 
Lord Mayor remounts and heads the 


procession into the city.

Few passengets ever left Montreal 
on a stranger or more interesting 
quest than V.C. Wyrtine-Edwards, pro- 
fessor of Ornithology at McGill Uni- 
| versity, Montreal, who left there on 
May Sth in the Cunard iiner 
“Ascania” for Britain, 

Mr. Wynne-Pdwards already an ex. 
pert on bird lore and the life and 
| habits of winged creatures of all 
kinds, departed on the first of a ser- 


the Atlantic for the sole purpose of 
studying sea birds. Although a great 
deal of knowledge is already available 
about land birds, little exact knowl- 
edge is available about sea-gulls, 
Kestrel, Gannets, and other birds of 
the North Atlantic. Mr. Wynne-Ed- 
wards will make an intensive study 
this summer of ocean ornithology and 
will incorporate his findings in sundry 
technical articles for academic jour- 
nals. He also hopes to obtain enough 
material to write a popular treatise 
on the subject. His first westbound 
trip will be in the ‘Ascania,” subse- 
quent voyages being made in the 
“Wyntonia" from Liverpool, England. 

He hopes to be able to clear up 
certain mysteries about the habits of 
sea birds, whether they cross the At- 
lantic, whether the European and 
American birds interbreed and how 
the birds mysteriously find their way 
back to their breeding lands on is- 
lands or the mainland, at the right 
time of the year.

Reads Burial Service Over 
Grave Of Shackleton 

A burial service performed over the 
grave of Sir Ernest Shackleton, the 
famous Antarctic explorer, in the 
lonely British South Atlantic island of 
South Georgia more than 10 years 
after his death there, is described 
in a letter received in London recently 
from the Very Rev. Harold B. Liims- 
dale, Dean of Stanley, Falkland Is. 
lands. 

Shackleton died on board the 

| “Quest” at South Georgia, on Janu- 
ary 5, 1922, four months after sailing 
| from London on his fourth expedition 
| to the Anta&rictic. 
Mr. Lumsdale took up his present 
| post in February, 1932, and his dis- 
trict includes the South Georgia, 
| South Shetland, South Orkney, and 
South Sandwich Islands, and any Bri- 
|tish pcssession southward to the 
South Pole. He writes: 

“In December I.crossed: the South 
Atlantic in a trawler, some 850 miles, 
to minister in South Georgia. 

“No priest had visited there before, 

and since Shackleton had only been 
buried by a layman I felt it my duty 
to say the office for the dead, and 
added the words of committal. 
r “On Saturday, December 17, at 
five in the afternoon, we set out for 
the grave. Large numbers of the 
whalers, Norwegian as well as Eng- 
lish, were there. 

“The sun was shining brightly on 
| the lofty brown mountains, which 
were streaked with snow on the sides 
|}and capped with snow for bundreds

Enrolment of students in Canadian 
universities reached the highest fig- 
ure on record at the end of the aca-

Universities had 43,143 students at

This, compared with 40,569 in 1931,

markable. In 30 years from 1901 
when enrolment was only 9,620, the 
increase was 320 per cent.

Seventy Feet Above Water 

Throughout Canada are many curi- 
ous natural formations which appeal- 
ed to the Indians as evidence of the 
supernatural. Their imagination peo- 
| pled the vicinity of great falls, can-

The greatest decline is in receipts 
from customs duties. 
and excise revenues during April, 
1933, were $8,204,192. Excise taxes 
yielded $2,431,718 in April, a reduc- 
tion of $366,756. The revenues from 
excise duties was $2,267,708 or $756,- 
965 less than in April, 1932. 

From income tax $4,808,323 was 
collected during April, 1933, com- 
pared with $5,269,235 in April 1932. 
This was a decrease of $469,911.
